1. Number of Estates under management.—At the beginning of the 
year, the number of estates under the management of the Court of Wards 
was 79. During the year, six new estates were added and one was released, 
thus bringing the total number to 84 at the close of the year. 


~ 
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2. Collection of rent and .—The total current demand on account 
of rent and cess was Rs. 61°18 lakhs and arrear Rs. 8417 lakhs. Of the 


Rs. 38°19 lakhs (or 62 per cent.) of the current demand and Rs. 25°08 lakhs 
(or 49 per cent.) of the good portion of the arrear. The Governor in Council 
hopes that more vigorous action will be taken for the collection of arrears, 
which are classed as recoverable. 


3. Debts of estates.—During the year, the principal and interest re- 
paid or otherwise reduced amounted to Rs. 11 lakhs leaving a debt (including 
arrear of interest) of Rs. 908 lakhs outstanding at the close of the year. 
The estates under management were taken over with debts aggregating 
Rs. 145 lakhs. The reduction in the debt is satisfactory but not as good as 
was anticipated when debt repayment schemes were drawn up. The estates 
for which schemes have been prepared have reduced their debts to Rs. 47 
lakhs instead of to Rs. 28 lakhs according to the schemes. 


4. Management charges.—The percentage of cost of management on 
current rent and cess demand was 13°7. In addivion there are heavy law 
expenses of Rs. 5°1 lakhs or 8-4 per cent. of the current demand. 


5. Expenditure on schools, dispensaries and works of improvement.— 
The Governor in Council observes with satisfaction that over Rs. 3 lakhs or 
nearly 5 per cent. of the current demand was spent on education, dispen- 
saries and works of improvement. 


6. The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to the Board of 
Revenue for the administration of the estates under the management of the 
Court of Wards. He also notices with pleasure the good work done by the 
Managers mentioned in the report.

1. Public Health.—(Statistical, Epidemiological and General Public 
Health Administration.) 


Population.—For the purposes of this review the total population of 
Cones} excluding the Chittagong Hill Tracts, is taken as 46,522,293 (1921 
ensus). 


2. Birth-rate and death-rate.—During the year 1926 the number of 
recorded births in Bengal was 1,276,380 against 1,377,097 in 1925. The 
provincial birth-rate in 1926 was 27-4 per mille as compared with 296 per 
mille in 1925 and the quinquennial average of 289. The aggregate birth 
rate in the towns of Bengal during 1926 was 18°5 per mille against 198 in 
the preceding year, showing a decrease of 6-6 per cent. ‘ 


The provincial death-rate in 1926 was 24-7 per mille as compared with 
24°9 per mille in 1925, the quinquennial average being 26°3 per mille. Assam, 
ee "ibew Frontier Province and Burma returned lower death-rates than 

engal. 


In this connection the Director of Public Health points out that “ the 
registration of vital occurrences is very defective in urban areas and no 
improvement has taken place as yet, except in a few isolated areas.’’ 

As regards verification of vital statistics the Director of Public Health 
also points out that “ three hundred and thirty-one omissions of births and 
one hundred and nine of deaths were detected by the vaccination staff out 
of a total of 13,772 births and 9,451 deaths verified, giving a percentage of 
2:4 for omissions of births and of 12 for those of deaths. . . . .. . 
Allowing for a recognised omission of 27 per cent. in each case the corrected 
birth and the death-rates of the province for the year 1926 should be 34:8 per 
mille and 31:4 per mille, respectively.”’ 


3. Infant mortality.—In 1926, 251,184 infants died under the age of 
one year, as compared with 249,582 during the preceding year, the total 
mortality showing an excess of 8-6 per cent. In 1926, 3,228 deaths from 
child: birth were reported as compared with 2,790 in 1925 and 1,972 in 1924. 
The Director of Public Health remarks that “ the registration of such deaths 
is gradually improving, though calculating on the number of such deaths 
reported from Calcutta, where registration is comparatively more perfect, 
the total for the province should have been much higher.’ 
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In Calcutta the Lady Health Visitors and the midwives employed: by 
the Corporation ‘delivered 6,276 cases and removed: 226 difficult: cases of , 
labour to hospitals. Excluding still-births, the rate of infantile mortality 
amongst cases attended by the Corporation midwives durin, the first ten 
days was only 25 per 1,000, while the general infantile rate during the first 
week was 116-1. There were only four maternal deaths ore the women 
delivered by the Corporation staff, Similarly in the town of Dacca compe- 
tent midwifery aid was rendered from two centres by the staff of the 
Maternity and Child Welfare Trust. The total maternal mortality among 
the centre cases was 10 i.e., a little less than 1 per cent. as against 35 deaths 
among 2,607 non-centre cases, i.e., 13 per cent. There were 38 deaths of 
infants within the first ten days of birth, among the 1,005 centre cases, 7.¢., 
a maternal mortality rate of nearly 38 per cent. as against 217 deaths of 
infants within the first week of life among the 2,607 non-centre cases, 7.¢., 
a mortality rate of nearly 83 per cent. Thesé figures show what can be 
accomplished by proper care of mothers and infants. 

In comparison with the preceding year, the still-births showed an 
increase of 30 per cent. During the year under review grants-in-aid for dat- 
training were made’ to various local bodies for starting 100 training classes, 
consisting of 10 dais each. A total number of 1,094 dais received training 
in 101 classes started by 32 local bodies and 3 health societies. 


Cholera.— There were 59,106 deaths from cholera in 1926 against 34,276 
in 1925, showing a death rate of 13 per cent. against ‘7 per cent. in the 
previous B hacad and a decrease of 7-1 per cent. compared with the decennial 
mean. The quantity of anti-cholera vaccine supplied in 1926 was nearl 
five times the quantity issued in the preceding year. As compared wit 
only 16 districts in the previous year, inoculations were performed during 
the year under review in all the districts of the province, except re be 2 
where the disease is rare. The number of inoculations performed relatively 
increased practically in all the districts in proportion to the incidence of 
cholera. It is satisfactory to note that the inoculation is steadily gaining 
in popularity and has been universally admitted to be the best preventive 
of this fell disease. Besides, its immediate effects have captured the 
imagination of the public in a wonderful manner. 


Small-pox.—During the year under review the mortality from small-pox 
was 25,548 against 17,436 in the previous year, showing an increase of 25'0 
per cent. The death-rate increased by 66°6 per cent, as compared with the 
previous decennium. The total number of vaccinations reported in 1926-27 
was 3,278,581 as compared with 3,030,178 in 1925-26. Of the total opera- 
tions 1,741,801 were recorded as primary and 1,536,780 re-vaccinations 
against 1,751,091 primary and 1,279,087 re-vaccinations during the year 
1925-26. Thus primary vaccinations decreased by -53 per cent. while re- 
vaccinations increased by 20°1 per cent. During the year 1926-27, out of 
992,566 infants requiring vaccination 271,511 or 2734 per mille were 
reported to have been successfully vaccinated in the rural areas, as compared 
with 313,286 or 269'5 per mille during the preceding year. In four districts, 
including Calcutta, the proportion protected was reported to have been over 
500 per mille. In municipal areas 5892 per mille of the surviving infants 
were protected in 1926-27 against 4824 per mille during the previous year. 

Fever.—In 1926 the mortality from fever was 822,774 against 874,228 
4n 1925, showing a ratio of 17°7 per mille against 18°8 in the previous year. 
“As compared with the year 1925, the mortality decreased in 1926 by 5-8 per 
cent., while it was less than decennial mean by 19'2 per cent. The percentage 
bs po ag from fever to total mortality was also less by 5°3 per cent. than that 
of 1925. 


Kala-azar.—The number of reported deaths from kala-azar was 14,275 
in 1926 against 16,766 in 1925, 9,997 in 1924 and 4,565 in 1923. The num- 
ber of kala-azar cases treated at dispensaries and special centres was 164.896 
in 1926 against 188,949 in 1925, 139,085 in 1924 and 57,238 in 1923.

Ten water-supply and drainage schemes were under consideration, 
three awa ig and sewerage schemes were in progress, five water-supply 
and sewera emes were peabeae! completed and four water-supply and 
sewerage schemes were completed during the year under review. . 

Personal.—Mr. G. Bransby Williams went on leave preparatory to re- 
tirement soon after the end of the year under report, and was succeeded by 
Mr. F. C.., Griffin. Hae reference to the value of Mr. Bransby 
Williams’s service to Government and the pay was made in last year’s 
Resolution. Government (Ministry of Local Self-Government) are confident 
that under Mr. Griffin the high standard of efficiency attained by the 
Engineering Branch of the Public Health Department will be fully upheld. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart acted as Director of Public Health from 1st 
Japuary to 24th March, 1926, when he went on leave after a highly satis- 
factory period of officiating service. Dr. R. B. Khambata succeeded him and 
continued to officiate till Ist November, 1926, showing marked keenness and 
ability in the discharge of his duties. 

Dr. Bentley returned from leave at the beginning of November, 1926, and 
the present Ministry associates itself with the testimony to Dr. Bentley’s 
abilities and zeal paid in last year’s resolution. Government fully endorse 
the remarks of the Chief Engineer and the Director of Public Health on © 
the work of the officers subordinate to them, and would in make special 
mention of the services of the Publicity Officer, Rai Sahib Kalipada Ray. 
Sufficient data for the “ critical estimate ’’ of the work of the health s 
employed by local authorities mentioned in last year’s resolution are not yet 
forthcoming but it is hoped to make an estimate of this kind a feature of next 
year’s resolution.

¥ — to standing crops.—The standing spring crops were adversely affected 
by prolonged drought, especially in parts of West and North Bengal. 


VI. Condition of agricultural stock.—'The condition of live-stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray cases of cattle-disease were, however, reported from ten districts and 
from the States of Cooch Behar and Tripura. 


VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.—Fodder was reported to be adequate except 
in parts of Nadia, Marshidabad and Burdwan, where it was insufficient. 


VIII. Prices of food-grains.—During the second half of the month the price of 
common rice of the cheapest quality rose in six districts, fell in seven and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. It ranged from 5 seers per rupee at Mymen- 
singh to 7 seers per rupee at Chittagong. 


IX. Condition of agricultural population.—The condition of the agricultural popula- 
tion was fair, on the whole, except in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura, Dinajpur and Malda, where distress continued to prevail owing toa partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. Test relief works continued in parts of Nadia, Murshi- 
dabad, Birbhum and Malda,

Forecast of the Rab/ crops of Bengal for 1927-28. 


{Note—On an average of the five years ending 1925-26, the area under summer rice in Bengal has represented some 
0°65 per cent. of the total area under rice in British India.) 


Character of the season.— The rainfall during the latter part of the monsoon period 
was sufficient for cultivation and for sowings of the early spring crops in East and parts 
of North Bengal districts. Elsewhere the weather was generally unfavourable through- 
out, Lack of adequate soil moisture since the latter part of October somewhat affected 
the growth of early crops, but rainfall in the end of January improved the prospects of 
late crops. Some showers at the time of writing would be beneficial to transplanted 
summer rice. 

Acre —The normal area under the different radi crops dealt with in this forecast 
is estimated at 3,024,500 acres. The area actually sown this year is reported to be 
2,607,300 acres as against 2,753,300 acres last year. Of this, the area under summer (boro) 
rice is returned at 399,700 acres as against 408,200 acres last year and that under tobacco 
is 290,300 acres as against 295,200 acres last year, 

Outturn.—According to District Officers’ estimates the outturn of the different rabi 
crops for the Province as a whole works out to 75 per cent. of the normal as against 
77 per cent. last year, the returns for the more important rabi districts being as 
follows :— 

Rajshahi 53, Jalpaiguri 93, Rangpur 100, Pabna 83, Malda 58, Dacca 68, Mymen- 
singh 80, Faridpur 72, Bakarganj 82, Tippera 54, Noakhali 80, Nadia 27, Murshidabad 51, 
Jessore 50, Khulna 82, Bardwan 50 ‘and Midnapore 75. 

Summer rice and tobacco crops.—The outturn of summer rice according to district 
estimates is 75 per cent. of the normal as against 72 per cent. last year. The gross yield 
of the crop for the Province on a basis of the normal yield of 14 maunds of clean grain 
per acre is estimated at 160,300 tons this year as against 151,200 tons last year. 

The outturn of tobacco crop is estimated at 92 per cent. of the normal as against 
93 per cent. last year. Taking 12} maunds as the normal yield of the crop per acre the 
gross yield of the crop for the Province this year is estimated at 120,200 tons.

1. Number of Municipalities.—The 
number of municipalities was the same, 
viz., 115, as in the preceding year. A 
new municipality was established at 
Gouripur in the Sadar subdivision of 
the Mymensingh district, with effect 
from the Ist January, 1927, but the 
inunicipal board was not formed during 
the year under report. The boundaries 
of the Rajbari Municipality were 
revised by the exclusion of rural areas, 
which ha’ made the municipality more 
compact. There were also alterations 
in the boundaries of 4 other municipal- 


ities, iz., Krishnagar, Patuakhali, 
Chittagong and Kurseong. 
2. Elections.—General elections 


were held in 12 municipalities and most 
of the seats were hotly contested. In 
the small town of Taki about 84 per 
cent. of the voters attended the polling 
station, and the contest in Naihati for 
5 wards out of 6 was so keen that police 
arrangements had to be made to main- 
tain order. The general election due at 
Patuakhali could not be held during the 
year pending the question of exclusion 
of a portion of the municipal area and 
redistribution of wards and elected com- 
inissioners. Civil suits were instituted 
in no less than 6 municipalities, viz,, 
Katwa, Narayanganj, Chittagong, 
Noakhali, Chandpur and Pabna and 
fresh elections had to be held in 
Narayanganj and in ward No. II of the 
Katwa Municipality, owing to original 
elections having been daca void by 
the civil court. 

The appeal preferred before the High 
Court against the decision of the Addi- 


tional District Judge of Dacea, uphold- 
ing the legality of the election of the 

a Municipality held in March, 
1925, has been decided in favour of the 
municipality. 


3. Meetings.—Out of 2,334 meetings 
held during the year, 152 proved abor- 
tive for want of a quorum and 223 were 
udjourned, against 153 and 199, respec- 
tively, in the preceding year. The fail- 
ure was most marked at - Ghatal, 
Kotchandpur and Bhola, where 7 out 
of 29, 8 out of 26 and 14 out of 28 
meetings, respectively, proved abortive. 
At Budge Budge and Maheshpur nearly 
half, and at Baduria, Basirhat and 
Santipur more than one-third, of the 
meetings held were unsuccessful. 
Sherpur and Tollyganj held the largest 
number of meetings, riz., 48 and 38, 
respectively. On the other hand, the 
commissioners of Dainhat, Midnapore, 
Ramjibanpur, Kanchrapara, Gobar- 
danga, Meherpur, Satkhira and 
Narayanganj failed to meet once a 
month. The average percentage of 
attendance was highest in Tamluk (83-3) 
and lowest in Bhola (33:3). 


4. Number of rate-payers.—The 
total number of rate-payers rose from 
321,819 to 824,917, the percentage » to 
total population being 16:11. The per- 
centage was highest in Kumarkhali 
(42°6) and lowest in Titagarh (3-2), a 
mill town with a large cooly population. 
There was an appreciable increase in the 
number of rate-payers in Chittagong, 
due to the inclusion of certain areas 
within the municipal limits. Other 
towns in which rates are paid by less 
than one-tenth of the population are the 
riparian mill municipalities, Naihati, 
Sialigura, Garulia, Budge Budge and 
Narayanganj towns with a floating 
pafielation of factory operatives who 
pay no rates themselves. 


5, Assessment and Taxation.—The 
average incidence of taxation per head 
of population rose from Rs. 3-1-5 to 
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Rs. 3-3-9. It was highest in the hill 
municipality of Darjeeling (Rs, 10-11-1). 
Next come Kurseong (Rs. 9-0-5)— 
another hill municipality—Howrah 
(Rs, 9-0-5) and Chittagong (Rs. 5-7-1). 
In 9 other towns, viz., Burdwan, 
Hooghly-Chinsura, Krishnagar, 
Berhampore, Jessore, Dacca, Narayan- 
ganj, Mymensingh and Ulttarpara, 
the ratio was above Rs. 4. In_ the 
last-named town the comparatively 
high incidence is due to the imposition 
of lighting rate (electric light) at 
14 per cent. on the annual value of 
holdings, which has increased the muni- 
cipal income by more than Rs. 2,000 per 
annum. In Debhatta and Bajitpur the 
ratio is as low as 6} annas and 74 annas 
and in 22 municipalities it is from 8 
annas to one rupee. Generally speaking 
the incidence of municipal taxation in 
the Presidency as a whole is low, but 
this is die partly to the inclusion in the 
list of municipalities of many places 
which are more rural than urban. 
Tncome from municipal rates and taxes 
has, however, risen from Rs. 60% lakhs 
in 1924-25 to more than 644 lakhs. 


A general or partial revision of 
assessment was made in 85 municipal- 
ities. The revision effected an increase 
of Rs. 1,20,470 in the municipal demand 
of the Presidency as a whole. The 
largest increase, viz., Rs. 17,551, was 
obtained in the South Suburban Muni- 
cipality. Chittagong also got an 
annual income of Rs. 12,200 by extend- 
ing its limits. On the other hand, 
Asansol suffered a loss of Rs. 9,467, 
owi to an amicable settlement with 
the East Indian Railway with regard to 
the assessment of railway holdings and 
to the reduction in the scale of latrine 
fees, and South Dum-Dum Rs. 3,370, 
partly from the reduction of percentage 
of house tax on Government and public 
buildings and partly from the diminu- 
tion of the value of holdings owing to 
the abolition of the Ammunition Factory 
and withdrawal of the military garri- 
son from Dum-Dum. 


6. Collections.—The total collec- 
tions for the Presidency as a whole rose 
from Rs. 604 lakhs to Rs. 623 lakhs, the 
percentage of collections on the current 
demand also rising from 94:3 to 95-6. 
The collections were very satisfactory in 
24 municipalities, where the realisation 
was either equal to, or in excess of, the 
current demand and in 6 others they 
were over 99 per cent. On. the other 
hand, the ratio was under 80 per cent. 


—a deplorably low figure in 5 towns, . 
falling as low as 74-1 per cent. in South 
Dam-Dui| The low percentage in 
South Dum-Dum is due to non-realisa- 
tion of taxes from several sources, such 
as the Eastern Bengal Railway, Messrs. 
Jessop and Co, and the Military and 
Public Works Departments of Govern- 
ment. As in the previous year, Gurulia 
collected cent. per cent. of the demand 
without any remission. Nalchiti also 
did the same with a remission of Rs. 9 
only. Titagarh and Champdany also 
collected practically their whole demand 
granting less than one-half per cent. 
remission and leaving no outstanding 
balances. In these towns, however, the 
bulk of the taxes is paid by the mills, 
leaving a smal] percentage to > collected 
in the ordinary way. 


The total remissions, both arrear and 
current, for the province as a whole 
amounted to Rs. 2,57,082 and repre- 
sented 3-9 per cent. of the current 
demand. The small municipality of 
Debhatta remitted nearly one-third of its 
current demand, Bhadreswar and Raj- 
bari more than 20 per cent., while 4 
others, viz., Tollyganj, Jainagar, Katwa 
and Pabna remitted more than 12 per 
cent. Except in the case of Bhadreswar, 
where it is stated that at the last general 
revision a large remission wads granted 
by the Appeal Committee, no explana- 
tions have been given for the large 
remissions in other towns, but they are 
not far to seek. Large remissions are 
the logical sequence of careless and ille- 
gal assessment, inefficient collection and 
reluctance to enforce the summary pro- 
cedure provided in the Bengal Mapua 
pal Act. 


The following are some of the glaring 
instances of irregular remissions granted 
by the municipal commissioners which 
were noticed by the Examiner of Local 
Accounts in his report on the working 
of the Local Audit Department during 
the year 1925-26 :— 


(i) Latrine tax was remitted on the 
ground of poverty in Jalpaiguri, Midna- 
pore, Vishnupur and Suri municipal- 
ities. 


(ii) In Jalpaiguri remissions were 
given for vacant and demo i 
holdings, not on the report of the ward 
commissioners, after personal enquiry, 
but simply on. the report of the tax- 
daroga, ' 
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(ti) In Katwa and Bankura vacancy 
remissions were granted with retrospec- 
tive effect, although no notice of vacan 
under section 110 of the Bengal Muni- 
cipal Act was received, and in Barrack- 
pore remissions were granted on the 
report of the collecting sarkars, though 
the owners had not sent in notices of 
vacancy. 


(t~) In Midnapore valuations of 
holdings were reduced during the 
currency of assessment and again for a 
second time against the decision of the 
Appeal Committee. 


(v) In Jangipur latrine taxes were 
remitted when the holding was not in 
good order, taxes were remitted when 
the occupants left the place on transfer 
and full remission of the latrine taxes 
was given for vacant holdings. 


(vi) In Nator remission was given | 


for voluntary demolition of buildings. 


The balances outstanding at the close 
of the year rose from Rs. 14% lakhs to 
nearly Rs. 154 lakhs, of which Howrah 
alone was responsible for more than 
Rs. 54 lakhs. Other municipalities 
which had unduly large balances out- 
standin: were Dacca, Mymensingh, 
Bally, Hooghly-Chinsura, Barisal, Santi- 
pur, Tollyganj, Bankura, South Dum- 
Dum and Sirajganj. The reason for the 
heavy balance in South Dum-Dum has 
already been stated. In Dacca the riots 
after the Janmastami procession unfor- 
tunately caused a temporary set-back. 
However, the collections were Rs. 
4,88,380 as against Rs, 3,81,485 in the 
previous year. The Commissioner 
observes: — “ Provided that the appeal 
against the assessment now before the 
Privy Council is unsuccessful, there are 

d prospects of -improvement in its 
nancial position,’’ There was also a 
decided improvement in the total collec- 
tions in Bally, which amounted to 
Rs. 75,026 as against Rs. 53,289 in the 
preceding year. “They wonld have 
improved further, but the adoption of a 
definite and progressive policy is ham- 
pered by the existence of party factions, 
and by the fact that the municipal com- 
missioners have practically split up the 
municipality into two separate munici- 
palities by delegating a ving autono- 
mous powers to the two ward committees 
under section 58 of the Bengal Munici- 
pal Act and leaving little power of 


erate control and co-ordina- 
ion with t airman as representi 
the central body.”’ mi 


The poor collection in Santipur was 
due to party faction. As regards the 
collection ‘in  Hooghly-Chinsura the 
Magistrate writes that the present . 
Board claims to have made a very 
determined effort to collect arrears but 
their success has been little, if anything, 
better than that of the?? predecessors. 
Tn other cases no explanation has been 
given, but generally speaking the heavy 
arrears are due to laxity on the part of 
the municipal executive in taking legal 
steps for the realisation of taxes, as 
provided in the Act. The District 
Magistrate makes the following observa-" 
tions with regard to the Bankura 
Municipality :— 


The Bankura Municipality, in which there 
was an outstanding balance of over Rs. 22,000, 
took little coercive steps to realise arrears and 
the commissioners seem rather afraid to adopt 
the summary progedure allowed under the 
Act, evidently not to displease their consti- 
tuencies. They like to take recourse to civil 
suits and although they obtained decrees for 
Rs, 5,644 for arrears outstanding on 30th June, 
1926, a sum of Rs. 4,056 remained unsatis- 
fied on the 31st March, 1927. The munici- 
nality also seems anxious to dispose of land 

y sale for the sake of revenue rather than 
inake real attempt to realise outstanding 
balances. 


The Minister desires to invite the 
attention of all municipalities to the 
following remarks, with which he 
entirely agrees, made by Mr. Blandy, 
Magistrate of Bakarganj :-— 


Government will have some justification in 
looking askance at requests for financial assis- 
tance as long as the commissioners: persist in 
refusing to look facts in the face and make no 
serious attempt to realise the very large sum 
which they have allowed to fall into arrears, 


The Examiner of Local Accounts has 
again brought to the notice of Govern- 
ment that in Mymensingh, Dacca, 
Serampore, Rangpur, Burdwan, 
Bankura, Dinajpur, Santipur and a few 
other municipalities several commis- 
sioners, and in one instance the Chair- 


man himself, took advantage of their 
position and did not pay their taxes 
promptly. The effect that such an 


example is likely to have on the general 
body of rate-payers is obvious. In this 
connection the Minister’s attention has 
been called to the following extract from 
the resolution recorded by the Goyern- 
ment of Bombay reviewing the working 
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of municipalities in that Presidency 
during 1925-26 :— 


the number of municipal councillors 
in arrears of municipal dues has shown a 
steady increase during the past three or four 
years. . . It is impossible to expect the 
ordinary citizens to pay their dues promptly 
when such a bad example is set to them by 
their own elected councillors. In order to 
bring such offenders to book, Government 
desire that in future the Collectors should 
report to the Commissioners the names of 
municipal coungilors of the various munici- 
palities who were in arrears in poet of 
their municipal dues at the close of the finan- 
cial year under report, giving the amounts 
due and the dates from which they have been 
outstanding. The Commissioners should send 
a consolidated list for their Divisions to Govern- 
ment giving the names of the municipalities 
, and the defaulters, the amounts due and dates 
from which they are outstanding. These 
details will then be published in a Press Note 
by Government with their remarks. 


It is possible that similar action taken 
in Bengal might deter municipal com- 
missioners from falling into arrears. 
The Minister considers that in a matter 
of this kind the main,responsibility lies 
not with Government but with the 
electors. It is for the latter to keep 
themselves informed of the conduct of 
their representatives and to refuse their 
votes to those who shew so deplorable a 
lack of the civic spirit. The Minister 
may, however, be prepared to help them 
in forming a true estimate of the 
character of their representatives by 
publishing facts which might otherwise 
not come to their notice. 


7. Income and Expenditure.—The 


total receipts, including opening 
balance, rose from Rs. 1,06,64,253 to 
Rs. 1,12,17,720. The total disburse- 


ments were Rs, 96,50,331 as against 
Rs. 88,72,440 in the year 1925-26. 


8. Closing Balance.—The __ total 
balance at the close of the year 
amounted to nearly Rs. 16 lakhs as 
against Rs. 18 lakhs. The largest 
balances were held by Dacca (Rs. 
2,24,810), Howrah (Rs. 1,72,250), 
Darjeeling (Rs. 79,978), and Bhatpara 
(Rs. 59,556). The large balance in 
Dacca includes uncashed cheques for 
Rs. 55,695 and Rs. 33,203, being the 
unspent balance of the Government 
grant for the sewerage scheme. So the 
actual closing balance was Rs. 1,35,912. 
No explanations have been furnished 
for the large balances held by Howrah 
and Darjeeling. In 
however, the mel includes Rs. 22,129 
on account of deposits. The major 
portion of the balance of Bhatpara

represents funds for sewe: and | 
water-supply schemes. On the other 
hand, a number of municipalities failed 
to keep adequate working balances and 

in several instances these were insuffi- 

cient to meet outstanding liabilities. 

The closing balance of Debhatta was as 

small as Rs. 111, but it had no liability. 

In Sirajganj, Madaripur, Jamalpur 

and Jiaganj-Azimganj the outstanding 

liabilities largely exceeded the closing 

balance. The greatest offenders in this 

respect were Bhola and Barasat, which 

had outstanding liabilities of Rs. 2,718 

and Rs. 4,186, respectively, against 

actual balance of Rs. 90 and Rs. 157 

only, and Mymensingh and Hooghly- 

Chinsura, which closed the year with a 

balance of Rs. 9,885 and Rse 11,647, 

but with liabilities exceeding Rs. 

46,000. Bankura and Jhalakati had 

also outstanding liabilities of Rs. 9,124 

and Rs. 5,685 against a cash balance of 

Rs. 969 and Rs, 735 only. 


9. Education—The total amount 
spent on education, including — the 
Government grant of Rs. 87,405, rose 
from Rs. 3,81,324 to Rs. 4,46,699 and 
represented 53 per cent. of the munici- 
pal income. The expenditure on pri- 
mary education also showed a 
corresponding increase of Rs. 42,000, 
which is contributed by all the Divisions, 
except Dacca and Rajshahi. The 
increase was most marked in Asansol, 
where the expenditure rose from 
Rs. 10,160 to Rs. 32,088 and is attri- 
buted to the construction of three pri- 
mary school buildings during the year. 
Twenty municipalities or roughly 1 in 
6 failed to spend 3-2 per cent. of their 
ordinary income, the percentage which 
is taken to represent the amount required 
for the education of half. the number of 
boys of primary school-going age. On 
the other hand, the ratio was over 5 per 
cent. in 62 municipalities and over 10 
per cent. in 20. 


The municipal commissioners of 
Madaripur started 3 more primary 
schools on Mr. Biss’s model making a 
total of 10 such schools for boys and also 
started a free primary school for girls. 
The recurring cost was estimated at 
Rs. 5,000 a year, of which Government 
sanctioned Rs. 2,088. A system of free 
voluntary primary education was intro- 
duced by the Comilla Municipality and 
the local Giridhari primary school was 
converted into-a free school. The com- 
missioners of the Garulia Municipality 
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accepted Mr. Biss’s scheme of free pri- 
mary education and decided to ‘npeee ay 
nominal education cess at 4 per cent. to 
meet half the required expenses. On 
the other hand Rangpur took a. most 
retrograde step in resolving to abolish 
the education cess from 1st April 1928. 
in Berhampore, where also the munici- 
pal commissioners decided to levy an 
education cess, a primary school 
building was constructed at Kasim- 
bazar and a new middle English school 
for girls was started during the year, 
A sum of Rs. 2,000 was paid by the 
Burdwan Municipality to the munici- 
pal high English school for vocational 
training and Rs. 5,500 was kept ear- 
marked for a middle English school for 
girls. The total expenditure of the 
Chittagong Municipality on education 
during the year amounted to Rs. 42,169. 
Of this, Rs. 26,962 was spent on the up- 
keep of a high English school and 
Rs, 12,347 on primary education, while 
the balance represented the amount of 
contribution to other educational insti- 
tutions. The system of free voluntary 
primary education on the model of 
Mr. Biss’s scheme introduced in this 
municipality proved a success. The 
introduction of free compulsory’ pri- 
mary education is also under the con- 
templation of the municipal commis- 


sioners. With regard to the educa- 
tional expenditure of this municipality 
the Divisional Commissioner 
remarks :— 


The Board deserves credit for its zeal for 
the cause of education, but possibly its efforts 
in this field have resulted in neglect of even 
more necessary services. 


The Minister agrees that the muni- 
cipal. commissioners should not spend 
too large an amount on secondary edu- 
cation when this involves neglect of 
other important services, including 
primary teaching. 


10. Water-supply.—Excluding Tolly- 
ganj and South Suburban which, 
as usual, were supplied with filtered 
water from the Calcutta mains and 
seven mill municipalities which got 
their supply from. the local mill filters, 
there were 29 municipalities which have 
their own water-works. The Raniganij 
water-works were practically completed 
and water-rate was levied from the 
second quarter of the year. The Suri 
water-works are likely to be completed 
poe In Naihati eaperentes ms, 
as before, supplied Gouripur an 
Nuddea Cae e ee She larger scheme 


for a comprehensive supply to 
corners of the town has ce poor 
No improvement has been possible in the 
supply of filtered water in Baranagore, 
on account of the limited supply receiv- 
ed from the Baranagore Jute Factory 
Company. The municipality has, how- 
ever, improved water-supply in some 
localities by means of deep tube-wells, 
The Panihati Anti-malarial Society is 
installing a water-supply in certain 
wards of the town with pipe lines from 
tube-wells, and the proposal that the 
municipality should take it over was 
under consideration. The scheme for 
the extension of «water-supply on the 
east side of the river Lakshya in 
Narayanganj was sanctioned. Rajbari 
incurred an expenditure of Rs. 3,850 in 
extending its pipe-line, in putting in 
three new hydrants, in sinking a tube- 
well and in purchasing a new engine for 
the water-works. A scheme for the 
improvement of the water-supply in the 
town of Faridpur was sanctioned at a 
cost of Rs. 1,583,500, towards which 
Government promised a contribution of 
Rs. 53,100 and a loan of Rs. 40,000. 
The experimental boring of a tube-well 
as a part of the scheme for the supply 
of water to the northern section of the 
town of Chandpur having proved un- 
successful, the municipal commissioners 
have under their consideration a scheme 
for obtaining water from the Meghna 
river. As the water supplied through 
pipes from the Sonapur tank in 
Noakhali gives an offensive odour and is 
unfit for human consumption, the muni- 
cipal commissioners have under their 
consideration a scheme for the improve- 
ment of water-supply. The machinery 
of the Comilla water-works went out of 
order and the supply of water stopped 
altogether from the beginning of April, 
1927. To provide a temporary supply, 
one pump was repaired and a new engine 
was ordered. There was also a break- 
down in the Krishnagar water-works in 
April, 1926, which resulted in the com- 
plete stoppage of water-supply for a 
week. 


Municipalities, including even those 
in which filtered water-supply from 
pipes is provided, appear to be convinc- 
ed of the usefulness of tube-wells as an 
original or supplementary source of 
supply, and are increasing the number 
of such wells. Thus Jessore is now 
being supplied with tube-wellewater in- 
stead of filtered tank water. Five deep 
tube-wells were sunk in Rangpur and 
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four in South Dum-Dum. — Tube-wells 
were also sunk in Ranaghat, Kumar- 
khali, Barrackpore and Basirhat. Bir- 
nagar, with its “ Palli Mandali,’’ con- 
tinues to keep its tube-wells in order and 
carefully looks after the reserved tanks. 
On the other hand, some municipalities 
have done nothing: Nabadwip, the great 
pilgrimage centre, has no filtered water- 
supply and incurred ‘no expenditure 
under this head. 


11. Conservancy.—The expenditure 
under this head amounted to Rs. 22 
lakhs, showing an increase of more than 
Rs. 1h lakhs. This large increase, which 
was shared by all the Divisions, except 
Rajshahi and Chittagong, was due to 
various causes (¢.g., acquisition of land 
for new trenching-grounds, construction 
of methars’ sheds, purchase of con- 
servancy tools and implements, increase 
in the number and pay of the conservancy 
staff). In Dacca, where the expendi- 
ture rose from Rs. 1,44,000 to 
Rs. 1,69,000, the increase was due to 
the payment of outstanding bills of the 
previous year. The increase of 
Rs. 3,072 in Mymensingh was due to the 
purchase of a motor lorry for road 
watering, which has proved a success. 
A motor lorry was purchased by 
Kusthia also for carrying night-soil to 
the trenching-ground. The municipal 
commissioners of Asansol propose to 
provide quarters for their sweepers and 
land is being acquired for the purpose. 
It is reported that this will enable the 
municipality to recruit sweepers from 
outside to supplement the local sweepers, 
who are not only inadequate in number, 
but at times refractory. As usual, the 
conservancy charges were nearly Rs. 5 
lakhs in excess of the receipts from 
latrine fees, which rose by only 
Rs. 82,000. The examiners’ report on 
the working of Local Audit Department 
for the year 1925-26 shows that in no less 
than 29 municipalities the latrine fund 
closed with a debit balance. The deficit 
exceeds Rs. 5,000 in Burdwan, Hooghly- 
Chinsura, Rishra-Konnagar, Bally, 
Dacca and Comilla. All deficiencies 
were obviously made good out of the 
general fund. It is to be remembered 
that such calls on the general fund lead 
to a corresponding reduction in the 
amount available for expenditure on 
such vital services as Sanitation, 
Education and Medical. The Minister, 
therefores desires to impress upon the 
municipal commissioners the importance 
for making each of the special funds 


(latrine, water service) self-supporting — 
by raising the rates to the maximum per- 
missible figure, where they have not yet 
reached that level, or by reducing the 
recurring charges. In several towns 
problem of obtaining sweepers for con- 
servancy is as acute as ever and some of 
the bigger municipalities are under- 
staffed. Mr. Donovan, Magistrate of 
Hooghly, writes:— 


The filthy state of the town of Hooghly- 
Chinsura is not unconnected with the fact 
that the sweepers are underfed and badly 
housed. In the neighbouring mills the 
sweepers get double the pay they get from the 
municipality; so only weaker and inefficient 
men come to work under the municipality. 


And Mr. Durno, Magistrate of Nadia, 
observes :— 


These people are brought from Bihar and 
the Central Provinces, but there are not nearly 
enough of them for the jobs. Krishnagar is 
understaffed in this respect, but failed to 
recruit any more sweepers. At Santipur 
there are only 73 sweepers for 138 jobs; jobs 
are double and so the pay of each man is 
double: with an inadequate number of 
sweepers the rate-payers find the work done 
very inadequately and complaints are numer- 
cus. The municipality is so alarmed at the 
prospect of losing any of its sweepers, that it 
keeps a hold on them by paying them their 
wages half a month after they have been 
earned; the sweepers naturally grumble at 
this and perform their work still more per- 
functorily. Birnagar, Chakdah and 
Meherpur employ one sweeper each. 


It is certainly desirable that, as 
remarked by the Commissioner of the 
Presidency Division in his report of 
last year, municipalities should depend 
less on the human factor and should 
push on with sewerage schemes and the 
installation of septic tanks. 


Supervision of the Conservancy 
Departments is one of the most import- 
ant duties of Health Officers and 
Sanitary Inspectors, where there are 
such officers. The total charges on 
account of these officers amounted to 
Rs. 1,80,685 against Rs. 1,63,135 in the 
preceding year. ; 


12. Drainage—Out of the total 
capital expenditure of Rs. 3,583,461 
under this head, Dacca alone -contri- 
buted Rs 2,56,055, the major portion 
of which was on account of its sewerage 
scheme. The total amount paid by 
Government for the Dacca sewerage 
scheme is Rs. 25,00,740, out of which 
Rs. 21,37,100 has been transferred to 
Public Health Department, while 
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Rs. 3,30,437 has been spent on the acqui- 
sition of land, leaving an unspent 
balance of Rs. 33,203 of the grant on the 
3ist March, 1927. The Bhatpara 
sewerage and water-supply scheme has 
now materialised and will shortly be 
sanctioned by Government. A free gift 
of land for the sewer scheme was 
expected from Mr. T. C. Goswami, but 
as this was not realised, the scheme had 
to be revised and the estimate of cost has 
increased from Rs. 18 lakhs to Rs. 21 
lakhs, out of which, one-third, viz., Rs, 7 
lakhs, will be contributed by Govern- 
ment. The mill authorities have contri- 
buted generously towards this scheme 
and the Bhatpara Municipality has 
resolved to take a loan of Rs. 75,000 
from Government. About three years 
will be required for the completion of 
the scheme. The partial drainage 
scheme of the Suri Municipality, at an 
estimated cost. of Rs. 30,000 received the 
administrative approval of Government. 
It is reported that the septic tanks at 
Kurseong are working satisfactorily, 


Minor drainage works were carried 
out in several municipalities. These 
are generally confined to construction of, 
and repairs to, culverts, ete. 


13. Public Health—As in the pre- 
vious year, almost all the municipalities 
took steps to improve sanitation by 
‘filling up, clearing or disinfecting in- 
sanitary tanks, ditches and dobas and 
hy removing undergrowth and abnoxious 
vegetation. The ‘hampdany Munici- 
pality cleared more than half ‘of its area 
of jungle by employing special gangs of 
coolies. The roadside lands in this 
municipailty and in Uttarpara were 
cleared periodically by the municipal 
coolies. In Bhatpara some 8 bighas of 
low lands were reclaimed and in Garulia 
low-lands and pits were filled up with 
coal cinders, Similar measures were 
also taken by several other munici- 
palities. In ‘North Dum-Dum, as a 
result of the propaganda of the local 
Public Health Societies, the people them- 
selves attended to their own insanitary 


tanks. Three new tanks were excavated 
at Sherpur (Mymensingh) by private 
individuals, 


Notices were issued in a certain num- 
her of municipalities upon owners for 
the clearance of insanitary tanks, dobas 
‘nd rank vegetation, but municipal com- 
nissioners did not always insist on full 
“ompliance with the terms of the notices.

Mr. Donovan, District 
Hooghly, remarks :-— 


IT think the municipalities do not properly 
exercise their powers under the law in respect 
of sanitation. Hundreds of notices under 
sections 195, 200 and 224 and other sections 
of the Bengal Municipal Act are issued and® 
the returns show that most of these notices 
were complied with. But the places them- 
selves show that these notices are never com- 
plied with. The fact of the matter appears 
to be that the standards of the municipalities 
are low and I fear that many an unreal com- 
pliance is too readily accepted as real, 


Magistrate of 


Preventive measures were taken by a 
large number of municipalities to check 
the spread of epidemics. Medicines 
and disinfectants were freely  distri- 
buted, tanks were reserved and special 


doctors appointed, where necessary. 
Cholera and small-pox broke out in 
several municipalities. People were 


warned against using the water of sus- 
pected tanks and wells, and advised to 
use boiled water; unwholesome food was 
kept out of the municipal market and 
inoculation with cholera vaccine was 
resorted to in some towns. In certain 
cases the Director of Public Health 
arranged for regular supply of lymph 
and anti-cholera vaccine and also deputed 
qualified doctors. The Mines Board of 


Health materially helped the Asansol 
Municipality in preventing. epidemic 
diseases. 


Free vaccination was provided by 
many munidipalities and effective mea- 
sures were taken to secure the vaccina- 
tion and revaccination of children. 
Vaccination depéts were opened and 
permanent vaccinators were employed 
by some municipalities for the purpose. 
In Noakhali one temporary female vac- 
cinator was appointed to attend to 
pardanashin females. 


Malaria and kala-azar were prevelent 
in some municipalities. It is reported 
that some anti-malarial and kala-azar 
societies did useful work in co-operation 
with municipalities in combating these 
diseases. In many towns quinine and 
cinchona febrifuge were freely distri- 
buted. Free kala-azar centres were 
maintained by a number of munici- 
palities. There were Health Exhibi- 
tions and Baby Shows in several places 
during: the year under report. The 
Dacca Municipality contributes Rs. 1,200 
annually to the Dacca Maternity and 
Child-Welfare Trust and the Chitta- 
gong Municipality makes. a yearly con- 
tribution of Rs. 500 Lind peavennisy 
fund, which is managed by a committee 
of which the Civil Surgeon is Secretary. 
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A midwife’ is maintained from this 
fund, who has to attend all delivery cases 
amongst the poorer sections of rate- 
payers free of charge. Government con- 
tributed Rs. 300 to this municipality for 
opening a class for the training of indi- 


“genous dhais. Twenty dhais were train- 


ed during the year. 

Increasing interest was displayed by 
some municipalities in eS food- 
stuffs offered for sale to the public. In 
Dacca, for instance, 393 samples of 
different: kinds of foodstuffs were sent 
up for analysis, of which nee 38 per 
cent, was found to be adulterated. 
Prosecutions under the Bengal Food 
Adulteration Act were instituted in 1385 
cases, of which 75 ended in conviction. 
Four hundred and thirty-nine maunds 
of different kinds of unwholesome food- 
stufis were destroyed by this munici- 
pality. ~ 

Measures were taken by certain muni- 
cipalities to eradicate water-hyacinth. 
Thus, notices were issued by Baranagar, 
South Dum-Dum, Rajshahi, Rangpur 
and Pabna upon the owners of tanks and 
insanitary pits for the eradication of 
water-hyacinth, and they were complied 
with. In Nator the two branches of the 
Nator Raj, who are the owners of the 
large dighis of the town, placed funds 
at the disposal of the municipality to 
clear the water-hyacinth. The munici- 
pality took up the work and finished it 
successfully. The Bagjola khal was 
cleared of water-hyacinth by the Irriga- 
tion Department. Both Jessore and 
Kotchandpur spent money for the remo- 
vgl of the pest from the river Bhairab 
within their jurisdiction. 

14. Public Works.—The total ex- 
apr under the head rose from 

s. 10,87,101 to Rs. 11,84,052. The 
increase was noticeable under the sub- 
head “Roads.” Dacca alone was_ res- 
ponsible for an increase of Rs. 23,978, 


“which was due to the payment of a large 


number of outstanding bills of the pre- 
vious year. There was also an increase 
of Rs. 17,854 in Tollyganj, due to the 
payment of arrear bills as well as to the 
repairing of several roads. The per- 
centage of outlay on public works to the 
total expenditure varied from 1:3 in 
Jangipore to 41:3 in the small town of 
Meherpur.

Complaints ——— to be rocneaee 
regarding the damage done to municipa’ 
eanilk > motor vehicles; mes. 
commissioners not unnaturally make it 
a grievance that they have little power 
to control motor traffic and are not 
authorised to levy any special taxation 
on the owners of power-driven vehicles. 

Reference was made in last year’s 
resolution to a Bill empdéwering ,indivi- 
dual local authorities to tax the owners 
of motor vehicles; at the Select Commit- 
tee stage, it was decided to substitute for 
this Bill a measure which would empower 
the local Government to tax the owners 
of such vehicles and to distribute the 
proceeds among local authorities. An 
Expert Committee was wt begins to 
consider and report on the lines on 
which such legislation should be under- 
taken. The Committee recommended 
that the provincial tax on owners 
of motor vehicles should be on the 
same lines as the similar tax in 
force in the United Kingdom, various 
rates being charged in respect of 
different classes of vehicles. Before this 
recommendation could be considered by 
Government, an intimation was received 
that the Government of India had 
appointed a committee to consider the 
question of road development in India 
and, in particular, the means of financing 
such development and, at the suggestior! 
of the Government of India, the local 
Government decided to hold over for the 
present consideration of the Expert 
Committee’s report. The Road Develop- 
ment Committee appointed by the 
Government of India has not yet finished 
its labours and, although it is not possible . 
to foresee what recommendations it will 
make and what action the Government 
of India will take on them, it is possible 
that the committee may recommend some 
form of special taxation, the proceeds of 
which will be available for . financing 
road development, and that this re¢om- 
mendation may be acce It may. 
therefore, be that in the near future the 
Government of Bengal will have some 
money at their disposal earmarked for 
expenditure on the improvement of 
roads. This possibility has lately been 
brought to the notice of local bodies, and 
they have been invited in order to be 
prepared, for any grants from a road 
fundsto which they may be eligible, t© 
draw up a es for the improvement of 
roads in the areas under their charge.

16. Audit of Accounts and Embezzle- 
ment.- accounts of almost all the 
municipalities were audited. Unfortu- 
nately little effort .is made by munici- 
palities in general to remedy the defects 
and irregularities noticed in the audit 
note tition of irregularities of 
the same nature is very common, and this 
indicates that municipal commissioners 
are disinclined to pay due heed to the 
observations made, .and instructions 
given, by the audit officers. The Minis- 
ter for Local Self-Government full 

agrees with the following remarks made 
in this connection by Mr. Bingemann, 
the Magistrate of the 24-Parganas :— 


Over-reliance on the municipal office staff 
without effective supervision by the executives 
is mainly responsible for this state of affairs 
and it is hoped that with harder working and 
more disinterested executives a better state of 
things will be seen.

In the interests of public 
morality the offenders, in cases which appear _ 
to be capable of legal proof, should invari-- 
ably be prosecuted criminally, : 


If there are grounds for leniency. y, it 
should be left to the trying court to be 
influenced by them in the exercise of its 
judicial discretion.

_In Hooghly district the financial con- 
dition of the municipalities did not 
allow of any large scheme of improve-

The financial condition of, both these 
municipalities is still unsatisfactory; 
that of Hooghly-Chinsura shows in some 

slight improvement, but it is 
still in a state bordering on bankruptcy. 
The financial condition of Serampore 
sno improvement. Party faction 
exists in most of the municipalities in 
the district. In Kotrung it pon to 
have trans d the limits of decency, 
in Bansberia it is on the increase, while 
in Champdany and Rishra-Konnagar it 
appears to have decreased.

The. lighting of the town in the 
area served by electricity has been satisfactory 
compared to the state of affairs preceding 
the utilisation of current from Gouripore 
Mill, but the Electric Supply Company have 
managed the distribution so badly that the 
position is still very unsatisfactory and there 
is great and reasonable ground for complaint. 
The lighting of the part of the town not 
served by electricity is wretched in the 
extreme, The roads of the municipality show 
perhaps a little improvement. On practi- 
cally all roads there have been encroachments 
and daily I see fresh attempts in the same 
diréttion. . . . The drains of the town 
are in a dreadful state. As to the 
water-works, the Sanitary Engineer’s report 
& ts an imminent danger of a breakdown, 
ess an omg tyes which has been assess- 
ed at about Rs. 50,000 is incurred. 


In pe, tre was distinct improve- 
ment in work of conservancy, drain- 
ia toad repairs; collections have 
also improved.

The average incidence of taxation remains 
practically unaltered. larger current 
demand, smaller collections, and decreased 
closing balances were the noticeable feat 
of the year’s working.

As regards the municipalities in

who have ‘to suffer because others do not 
pay their taxes and are not forced to do 
so. 


It was remarked in last year’s reso- 
lution, that though the general incidence 
of taxation is low, municipal incomes do 
show an upward tendency, and actual 
statistics can be produced in support of 
this assertion, 


The yield of local taxation in 112 
municipalities amounted in 1920-21 to 
Rs. 47,96,630, while in 1926-27 the 
total was Rs. 63,77,706. This is a sub- 
stantial rise and, when allowance is 
made for other factors, affords concrete 
evidence of increasing readiness to sub- 
mit to taxation for the public good, 


While it must be admitted that local 
resources are’not everywhere fully tap- 
ed, it,has also to be remembered that so 
ar as actual and potential income from 
local taxation is concerned, a compari- 
son , between the aver: Bengal 
Municipality and a town situated in a 
more highly industrialised country is not 
entirely fair to the former.
